The voting will be done by bai- 
iot. 

A person desiring to become a candi¬ 
date must file a petition with the coun¬ 
ty clerk, ten days before the election, 
signed bv ten legal voters of the school 
distnet. 

These trustees will be clothed with a' 
great deal of authority and power, con¬ 
sequently it is desirable to elect the 
most competent man in each school di*- 
trict.

Talks of Owls and Tell of An In- 
terestinf Trip He Recently 
Made. i

Probably many of the youthful read¬ 
ers ot The Sun know but little, about 
the owl, not the httle screech owl that 
ooce told the editor of The Sun sc 
orach, but the, Great Gray owl, as nat- 
^SAlists call it, that used to vifit the 
ben roost and carry to a safe distance 
ao many fat hens. They were once very 
plentiful. ’The early settlers considered 
it an evil omen when its hooting was 
beard near their cabin or camp. It is 
■early extinct now except in wooded 
districts of our country, for it loves the 
deep, dark shades of the forest where 
it can hide away in some hollow tree by 
day and come forth at night on noise¬ 
less wings in search of its prey. These 
.birds at times are greatly disturbed by 
the presence of crows, which flock 
around them in great numbers, flying 
at their enemy and screaming in such 
loud tones as to make the woods ring 
with their harsh cries, which can be 
beard a mile away. We recently passed 
through the woods in the gloaming of 
the evening when dark shadows and in¬ 
distinct objects assume ghostly forms 
and the last note of the twilight bird 
bad died away in the gathering gloom. 
It was in this shadowy hour that we 
saw one of these large birds alight upon 
a tall oak near by. She had evidently 
come cramped and hungry from her 
'Best, which was snugly ^iiMen away 
somewhere in the Jiollow of some old 
tree, and in ■ which -from three to six 
httle, white, downy owlets must soon 
appear. She gaye that harsh, shrieking 
cry peculiar to this bird, "^he answer¬ 
ing note by her mate from a neighbor¬ 
ing tree seemed to announce the fact 
that the evening meal was ready, for 
be had been fortunate enough to catch 
a large hare in a nearby thicket, which 
served ms a feast with a remnant left, 
after which she again returned to her 
nest. These two are the only ones we 
know of and must be very lonely. 
There are thirteen kinds of owls in 
North America, varying in size from 
the Uttle Pigama owl of the Rock^ 
Mountains, that is but seven inches 
long, to the one we saw the other fven- 
ing, which is two and one-half feet. 
These mighty wanderers range from 
the extreme polar regions to the re¬ 
motest oceanic islands and are found it/ 
every country and clime. f
